Medical marijuana coming lo Alberta, 
and not what you think 


MVC hires 
consultants 
for area 
structure 
plan

County council agreed to 
hire consultants for High¬ 
way 2 and 27 and southeast 
Sundre area structure 
plans, but use it’s own staff 
for the Bearberry area 
structure plan. 

WBA Engineering LTD. 
will undertake the highways 
area structure plans in ac¬ 
cordance with their proposal 
at a price of $57,685 plus 
GST. 

On the 28th of September, 
council approved requests 
for proposals for Highway 2 
and 27 and the county re¬ 
ceived only one proposal 
from all the firms contacted. 
The planning department, 
Doug Plamping, and coun¬ 
cil reviewed the plan and 
gave it a big thumbs-up. 

Reeve A1 Kemmere said 
that when council decided to 
take this avenue they were 
short staffed in the planning 
department and because it 
was timely in nature, they 
thought they were better off 
spending the money and to 
go with a consultant. 

“We didn’t want to let it 
hang in the air and not pro¬ 
vide a service to the people,” 
he said. 

“They will facilitate the 
whole process by doing the 
research, bringing the 
groups together for the pub¬ 
lic forums and advisory 
groups, and use their 
knowledge as planners to 
ensure all avenues are ad¬ 
dressed,” explained 

Kemmere. The timeline for 
completion is July 2006. The 
Sundre Area Plan is ex¬ 
pected to cost $36,445 plus 
GST. 

As for the Bearberry area 
structure plan, council 
opted to work with it’s own 
planning department to ad¬ 
dress the growth issues that 
have arisen in the area. 

“We’ll do the Bearberry in 
house,” said Kemmere, “It 
is smaller in nature and we 
just recently filled all the 
positions in planning and 
we felt it was a good way for 
them to get a feel for the 
area and hone their skills a 
little.” 

Kemmere said that by the 
end of the month there will 
be a full compliment of plan¬ 
ning staff to deal with the 
Bearberry development. The 
budget for this project is 
$25,000.

Ever since she and her 
husband met some Rastafar¬ 
ians while traveling, 
Melanie Stephan says she’s 
been intrigued with the can¬ 
nabis plant, but not for the 
giggle or a reason to munch 
Doritos. 

“Up until that point I was 
like the rest of the civilized 
world where I thought the 
cannabis was just some¬ 
thing you smoked, made 
you hungry and go to sleep,” 
explained Melanie, co¬ 
founder of Med Marijuana, 
a medicinal gel capsule filled 
with the oils of the green, 
leafy plant. “I really didn’t 
realize it could virtually 
save the planet, it has so 
many uses.” 

In 1998, when the federal 
government passed legisla¬ 
tion allowing people to grow 
cannabis as long as it was 
less than 10 parts per mil¬ 
lion THC, the psychoactive 
ingredient, which isn’t 
enough to get you high, then 
Stephan’s saw the possibil¬ 
ity of forming their own 
company and began develop¬ 
ing their natural food sup¬ 
plement. In 2001 they be¬ 
came federally incorporated 
and Melanie says they 
“haven’t looked back since.” 

The Stephan’s have begun 
the distribution of their 
boxes of capsules through¬ 
out most of Canada, and 
Albertan’s should be seeing 
the white containers with 
the marijuana leaf emblem 
on health food and phar¬ 
macy shelves any day now. 

Bob Hedley, owner of 


Hedley Enterprises, which 
has a retail health store and 
is a distributor of natural 
products across Canada, 
said that this is a wonder¬ 
ful natural food supple¬ 
ment. 

“We’ve had customers 
asking for the product and 
saying what the product 
had been doing for them,” 
said Hedley adding that be¬ 
cause the product is so new 
he hasn’t had the opportu¬ 
nity to distribute it to the 
more than 1,700 retail out¬ 
lets he deals with and he’s 
just getting started sending 
to the hundreds of stores in 
Alberta. 

He said the pills are very 
rich in Omega three, six and 
nine oils, “which are very 
important supplements for 
many things, which is a rea¬ 
son we’ve received positive 
feedback.” 

Melanie explains they 
have three scientific labs 
under contract where the 
harvest of the cannabis goes 
as soon as their grower re¬ 
ceives authorization from 
Health Canada that the 
product is a sufficiently low 
level of THC. 

“At that juncture it is le¬ 
gal to distribute the prod¬ 
uct throughout Canada 
without further regulations 
required and at that point 
the stock material goes di¬ 
rectly to the lab where they 
do up the analysis of the oil 
and they extract the oil,” 
said Melanie. 

The seed pressings are ex¬ 
tracted in what they call an 
inner environment where 
there is no light and no oxy¬ 


gen and there’s a cool tem¬ 
perature so the oil won’t 
have any chance to metabo¬ 
lize. It is then placed in a 
soft biodegradable gel cap 
so the product can be orally 
digested. There are 90 gel 
caps to a bottle, or about a 
month’s supply, which will 
retail at about $40 to $45. 

Stephan Pyne, owner of 
Rainbow Vitamins health 
store in Calgary, said he 
doesn’t believe in the prod¬ 
uct because of how it’s mar¬ 
keted. 

“We’re reluctant to en¬ 
dorse it,” said Pyne, “They 
are taking what is essen¬ 
tially hemp oil and pitching 
it as medical marijuana and 
that’s sheer marketing 
gall.” 

Pyne said it’s a source of 
essential fatty acids. 

Cardiovascular disease is 
the number one killer in 
North America and there is 
a direct correlation between 
that and low level essential 
fatty acids in our diet. 

Payne explained people 
use hemp oils for brain func¬ 
tion and cardiovascular 
health and the capsules 
have the capacity to regu¬ 
late blood lipids as a dietary 
source, but using the mari¬ 
juana-marketing hook 
doesn’t bode well with him. 

“We were introduced to 
this product and we did 
bring it into the store and 
there always was the possi¬ 
bility that this was some¬ 
what different from hemp 
oils,” he explained, “I don’t 
believe in the product (as 
anything other than a hemp 
oil).” 


The same 90 capsule bot¬ 
tle of hemp oil sells for about 
$14 at Rainbow Vitamins. 

Melanie agrees that this 
pill does not have a cure for 
anything. 

“It’s not a magic bullet, it 
is a maintenance system, it 
slowly works to enhance the 
immune system,” explained 
Melanie, adding it assists 
people with auto-immune dis¬ 
orders, rheumatoid arthri¬ 
tis, chronic fatigue syn¬ 
drome, irritable bowel syn¬ 
drome, multiple scleroses 
etc. 

Melanie said that she and 
her husband, who reside in 
Halifax, are not wealthy but 
they’ve worked incredibly 
hard to make this business 
a success. 

“We literally begged and 
borrowed from family and 
friends, we put every cent we 
could muster into product 
development,” she said, add¬ 
ing, “We knew if we were go¬ 
ing to do this we wanted to 
be the Heinz ketchup of the 
industry.” Shirley Martin is 
a licensed dealer for Alberta. 
She initially became involved 
with the supplement as a 
natural health alternative 
for her arthritis. 

“I can tell you personally 
how much it works, I’ve 
never had anything help me 
like this product,’ she said, 
adding it is certified organic 
natural with no 

psychoactive products, so 
you won’t get high or the 
munchies, or overdose. 

Shirley said the product 
will be available in all 19 Su¬ 
per Drug Mart locations in 
Calgary later this week.

Canada has antiviral shortfall 
and an inadequate plan

Myron Thompson, Mem¬ 
ber of Parliament for Wild 
Rose says careful scrutiny of 
the Canadian Pandemic Influ¬ 
enza Plan reveals that the 
Liberals may be prioritizing 
the wrong group of Canadi¬ 
ans, and that our Tamiflu 
antiviral stockpile will only 
cover a mere 10 per cent of 
our population. 

“Even then, it will only 
cover 25 per cent of those de¬ 
fined as ‘persons at high-risk’ 
of severe or fatal outcomes. 
Most European countries are 
maintaining stockpiles suffi¬ 
cient for 20 to 25 per cent 
population coverage with in¬ 


tentions to increase their 
stocks,” said Thompson. 

The Pandemic Plan, under 
a section titled, ‘Recommen¬ 
dations for Pandemic Vaccine 
Use in a Limited Supply Situ¬ 
ation,’ specifically lays out 
who would, and who would 
not, get antivirals or vaccines 
when supply is less than 100 
per cent. In addition, it also 
specifies how many Canadians 
fall into each group. 

“Tamiflu is the best defence 
we currently have against a 
sudden mutation in the H5N1 
virus,” said Thompson. 
“Canada’s stockpile is hap¬ 
hazardly split between the fed¬ 
eral and provincial govern¬ 
ments. In total, it only has 
enough treatments for 2.5 
million Canadians- not even 
enough for our priority 
group.” 

“Canada needs to increase 
its national supply by 7.5 mil¬ 
lion treatments from current 
levels just to meet those iden¬ 
tified as most at risk. Grow¬ 
ing medical opinion tells us 
that the number could in¬ 
crease by another 8.5 million 


treatments if the H5N1 mu¬ 
tation also affects healthy 
adults,” stated Thompson. 

“Britain’s top medical ad¬ 
visor, has stated that adults 
aged 20-40 years would be the 
group most at risk from an 
H5Nl-based pandemic, but 
this group is ranked fourth in 
the Canadian Pandemic Influ¬ 
enza Plan. If Canada is truly 
working with other nations 
on this file, how can our 
preparations be at such 
odds?” questioned 

Thompson. 

“No matter what the 
health and public health min¬ 
isters say, it is clear that the 
Canadian Pandemic Influenza 
Plan will be unsustainable 
and likely ineffective. I can 
only encourage the constitu¬ 
ents of Wild Rose to stay in¬ 
formed. The best source for 
all information regarding the 
pandemic is the Public Health 
Agency of Canada and its 
website is as follows: www.phac- 
aspc.gc.ca . this will provide you 
with the most up-to-date accu¬ 
rate information,” concluded 
Thompson.

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Your Public post office delivers - for now 


Many people think the battle 
to save public post offices has been 
fought and won. The bad news is 
that the battle is again upon us. 

Over a decade ago, Canada Post 
closed 1,442 rural and 93 urban 
post offices. A moratorium an¬ 
nounced by the Liberal federal 
government in 1994 promised to 
safeguard small town post offices. 
But Canada Post is once again clos¬ 
ing offices, reducing services and 
cutting jobs. 

Canada Post has admitted it is 
currently reviewing its national 
network. Approximately 50 rural 
post offices have been closed since 
2001, in spite of supposedly being 
protected by the moratorium, and 
the Crown corporation has an¬ 
nounced its intention to close a 
processing plant in Quebec City, 
eliminating 302 jobs. 

But the battle this time around 
seems to be even larger than sav¬ 
ing certain post offices and plants, 
important though they undoubt¬ 
edly are. 

John McCallum, minister Re¬ 
sponsible for Canada Post, is call¬ 
ing into question the very role of 
the public post office and the rel¬ 
evance of letter mail. 

Minister McCallum recently 
claimed that, “physical mail is be¬ 
coming a thing of the past.” He 
said “Even grandmothers send 
birthday messages electronically.” 

No mention was made of how 
these same grandmothers would 
send presents without post offices, 
not to mention the thousands of 


companies, large and small, which 
count on a secure, public postal 
service to conduct their business. 

Interestingly, Canada Post’s 
own figures contradict 
McCallum’s claims about the de¬ 
mise of mail. The Crown corpora¬ 
tion’s last annual report showed 
the volume of letter mail actually 
increased. 

It is perhaps not surprising the 
minister made a mistake. He is re¬ 
peating the message Canada Post 
wants us to believe. A press re¬ 
lease accompanying the Crown 
corporation’s last annual report 
said letter mail volumes were de¬ 
clining and the report itself stated 
that “costs are rising higher than 


our revenues”. But the figures 
contained in the report disprove 
both claims. 

In fact, Canada Post has en¬ 
joyed extremely healthy profits for 
the past 10 years, earning $923 
million in net profits and paying 
$381 million in dividends to the 
Government of Canada during the 
same period of time. In 2004 alone, 
our public post office made $147 
million in net profits, and paid $93 
million in taxes and $63 million 
in dividends to the federal govern¬ 
ment. 

The Canadian Union of Postal 
Workers is worried about the mes¬ 
sages being promoted by Canada 
Post and the minister responsible

Public Meeting set for 
Cat Bylaw

Didsbury’s cat prob¬ 
lem is being addressed by 
Town Council, who is 
working on a cat bylaw 
that will forbid cats from 
having free roam of the 
town, as they presently 
do. 

The proposed cat by¬ 
law, bylaw 05-10, passed 
first loading at the Octo¬ 
ber Town council meeting, 
and now council has 
scheduled a Public Meet¬ 
ing for Dec. 13 at 6 p.m. 
in the Council Chambers, 
for residents to come out 
and further express opin¬ 
ions on the proposed by¬ 
law, in a democratic proc¬ 
ess. 

Local residents had 
one chance already to 
speak to council about 
this bylaw on Nov. 2 at a 
Town Hall meeting. 
Council collected opin¬ 
ions from residents, and 
are still going through 
them all. 

“Council has submit¬ 
ted their notes to admin¬ 


istration. Resident's writ¬ 
ten input was collected, 
and a few more are being 
dropped off,” said Dorothy 
Moore, mayor. “Council 
will review what residents 
have said, and will incor¬ 
porate this updated infor¬ 
mation into Council’s 
plans and priorities.” 

This Public Meeting 
will now give residents an 
opportunity to formally be 
part of the democratic 
process, and really have a 
say in the decision. 

“The democratic proc¬ 
ess is set up for people to 
participate and tell Coun¬ 
cil all of the things they 
should consider before 
making a decision,” said 
Moore. “It is their oppor¬ 
tunity to formally be part 
of the democratic process. 
Talking about it to any¬ 
one else or in the paper 
cannot influence the 
process, so if someone 
wants to have input, 
Dec. 13 at 6 pm is the 
right time and the right 
place in the Council 
Chambers.” 


Town council looks at changing 

sewer lees 


by Tamara Collins 

Pay for what you 
use, this may be the 
new system the Town 
will use on both resi¬ 
dential and commercial 
sewer rates. 

At the Tuesday, Nov. 
8 Town Council meet¬ 
ing, council discussed 
changing sewer rates 
from the present flat 
rate of $20 a month for 
residential and the flat 
rate plus a percentage 
of water consumption 
for commercial rates, 
to a new rate on a per¬ 
centage of water 
charges. 

“This was a discus¬ 
sion that sent the 
model back to adminis¬ 
tration to develop,” 
said Mayor Dorothy 
Moore. “This was not 
put in place yet, and 
there is no set time or 
rate that has been de¬ 
cided.” 


If council decided to 
implement such a 
model, those who use 
less water would see a 
decrease in their 
monthly bills, and 
those who use more wa¬ 
ter will see an increase. 

“Those who use less 
water will be rewarded 
for their lower use of 
Didsbury’s wastewater 
(sewer) system and 
waste water treat¬ 
ment,” said Moore. 
“Residents who use the 
least water would be 
rewarded the most.” 

Moore says Council 
is seeking ways to re¬ 
flect value for service 
in user fees, and this 
would be a way to re¬ 
flect appropriate costs 
to residents according 
to what they use. 

“Water conservation 
would be a direct and 
immediate benefit to a 
resident through their 
water and sewer 


charges,” said Moore. 
“People appreciate fair¬ 
ness.” 

As far as when this 
change in the sewer 
rates could take place, 
there is no date set. 

“There was no finan¬ 
cial implication to the 
budget in the model we 
were shown, it was set 
up to generate the 
same revenue as the 
system generates 
now,” said Moore. 


“Any change would be 
thoroughly advertised 
with sufficient notice 
to residents before it is 
implemented.” 

Seniors and small fami¬ 
lies would most likely see 
a decrease in their bill, 
while families of four and 
more would see an in¬ 
crease. 

Other municipalities 
that presently use this 
model are Carstairs and 
Innisfail.

Didsbury business directory at your fingertips

For the first time ever, a 
business directory for 
Didsbury will only be a click 
away from you, assisting 
you in locating the services 
and businesses in Didsbury 
you need. 

The new directory will be 
located on the Town of 
Didsbury website, 

www.didsbury.ca, and it will 
be a dynamic directory, eas¬ 
ily accessible for regular 
changes and updates. 

“The idea was to have a 
business directory on the 
web that would be very ac¬ 
cessible for people to use,” 
said Alana Gibson, Town 
planning and development 
assistant. “We realized that 
it would need to be updated 
regularly, so we discussed 
several options with our 


webmaster.” 

Town Council approved 
the idea of having a dynamic 
directory, which would have 
one major re-vamp in Janu¬ 
ary, a mini re-vamp in April, 
and regular monthly up¬ 
dates. 

“Having a dynamic direc¬ 
tory alleviates having two,” 
said Gibson. “The Town 
also has direct access for 
changes, so I can go in when 
necessary and add and de¬ 
lete businesses.” 

If a business would like to 
have their email or website 
linked to the directory, they 
can do so for $20 a year. 
Businesses will be catego¬ 
rized, and if a business 
wants to be'placed in more 
than one category they must 
pay an additional $5 a year, 
per category.

sent out to all the businesses 
in Didsbury, with a Busi¬ 
ness License, asking them to 
verify their information and 
provide any additional in¬ 
formation such as their 
website or email. The form 
will also ask their permis¬ 
sion to disclose this infor¬ 
mation on the directory. Let¬ 
ters must be sent back to 
Alana Gibson at the Town, 
by the date indicated. 

“It is my hope that this 
directory will be live for 
January 1, or before,” said 
Gibson. “It will include 
their business name, con¬ 
tact name, description, mail¬ 
ing and physical address, 
and phone number, unless 
otherwise indicated by the 
business.” 

Hard copies of a business 
directory for Didsbury have 
been around before, but this 


is the first one on the web. 

“I think it will be a ben¬ 
efit to businesses in terms of 
how the internet is a huge 
source of information,” said 
Gibson. “When people are 
looking for a painter, but 
they don’t know the name of 
one, they can simply check the 
directory. We are very excited 
about this, we think it is going 
to be great for the community.”

In my last column I did not quite finish telling you about our 
tour of Parliament Hill and I did want to tell you about “The 
Corridor of Power,” situated in the East Block. The corridor of 
Power is a series of museum rooms. They are; the office of Sir John 
A. Macdonald first Canadian Prime Minister, office of the first 
Governor General Lord Dufferin (1872-78), office of George- Etienne 
Cartier, PM of the Province of Canada (1858-62) and the Privy 
Council Room where Queen Elizabeth, Pierre Trudeau and nine 
Provincial Premiers signed the Constitution. Quebec’s PM did not 
attend. 

The four rooms are all as close to the original as is humanly 
possible. Each room has several but not all of the original pieces of 
furniture, period lamps, books, and office equipment down to stick 
pens and sealing wax. In one case a worn little scrap of the original 
carpet was sent to the still operating carpet company in England 
and now a lovely new carpet in the exact design is on the floor. The 
offices had every modem convenience for the time. Each of them 
has a comer sink with faucets and a drain. The water came from 
cisterns on the roof but legend has it that in summer some of the 
female staff might sneak a swim in the cistern so water was used 
for hand washing only. Nobody ever drank it. The offices have 
heating vents but because they did not fully understand convec¬ 
tion the vents are at ceiling height. Sir John may have had warm 
ears but I’ll bet his feet were freezing. All of the rooms have the 
most amazing coving where the walls meet the ceiling. The coving 
becomes more ornate with the occupants degree of importance. All 
of it is hand carved and in many layers and colors. In the Privy 
Council Room it is especially spectacular. 

Everywhere you go there are carvings and paintings and pieces 
of sculpture. Every region and occupation and traditional emblem 
is represented. Everyone should visit Parliament Hill and we thank 
my brother Dale Johnston M.P Wetaskiwin- Ponoka for a wonder¬ 
fully comprehensive tour. 

We also thank Ralph’s brother Julien Olson and his family for 
hosting the rest of our trip and making sure that we had a busy, 
interesting and informative time. The war Museum is new since 
our last time in Ottawa and truthfully it was not high on my to do 
list but I’m glad we went. 

It is wonderful, horrible, awe inspiring, and educational. It cov¬ 
ers every conflict that Canada has been involved in since the ar¬ 
rival of the Europeans. There is lots to see and hear and experience 
and you will gain an understanding of things you had only vaguely 
acknowledged. The building is massive and at the eleventh hour of 
the eleventh day of the eleventh month the sun shines through a 
narrow slit in the towering facade and illumes a little white tomb¬ 
stone from an unknown soldier who fell in France in the first 
World War. 

Ottawa in October would hardly be complete without a leaf 
tour and we had a lovely trip into the Gatinau’s. Julien apologized 
for the lack of color, it’s been a bad year he says, too much wet, but 
to Albertan’s it looked gorgeous, lots of golds and bronzes and the 
occasional brilliant red. We went to a couple of the famous look¬ 
outs and the view of the Ottawa Valley and river was spectacular. 
We stopped at Kingsmere but it was closed for the season so we 
just admired the lovely big trees and took in the view. 

We had an afternoon at the Science Museum which was fun 
and an afternoon at the Museum of Civilization which is worth it 
for the totem poles alone. While we were there we went to I MAX 
and saw Moon Walk. On Saturday Julien took us to The 
Diefenbunker at Carp. 

There are not sufficient words to express the enormity of the 
Diefenbunker. It is so huge, so complex, so overwhelming. It is 
multilevel and all underground, it is vaults within vaults and each 
so impregnable as to be beyond normal understanding. Now it is a 
tourist attraction and used for corporate functions, private parties 
and even weddings. The guide told us that the one at Penhold was 
much smaller and had been bought by an individual at about a 
zillionth of it’s original cost. When the individual was about to 
resell at a huge profit the powers that be discovered that his cus¬ 
tomer was the Hells Angels and so our Tax Dollars bought it back 
so that it could be dynamited. It took a lot of dynamite, many times 
what they had planned to use. 

We had a lovely time in Ottawa, we are grateful to our farm 
sitters and our hosts, the dog didn’t wreck anything and we en¬ 
courage everyone to visit our Nations Capital.

the sixties and seven¬ 
ties. Hazel told us how 
the Marshall’s first 
grandchild had been 
born with a slight 
muscle weakness. 
Catherine asked for 
prayers for his healing 
but the baby died two 
days alter. She felt tre¬ 
mendous sorrow and 
stopped writing but 


out of her sorrow she 
discovered new truths 
which she shared with 
her readers in the form 
of a best selling novel, 
“Christy”. 

A granddaughter, 
born several years 
later was healthy. But 
when a third grand¬ 
child, Amy, was born 
she too suffered from 
the same illness as the 
first baby - diagnosed 
was a rare genetic dis¬ 
ease. Catherine was de¬ 
termined that this child 
would not die and gath¬ 
ered a group of dedi¬ 
cated friends to pray 
for the baby. They kept 
vigil around her hospi¬ 
tal crib for four days 
with round the clock 
prayer but it brought 
no change in the ba¬ 
by’s condition and Amy 
died. 

Catherine sunk into 
a deep depression 
blaming her lack of 
faith for the failure. 
She felt she didn’t 
know anything about 
God. Gradually, she ad¬ 
mitted that with Amy 
she didn’t have faith in 


God; she had faith in 
faith, as though her 
belief would determine 
the outcome of the ba¬ 
by’s life. “That kind of 
thinking puts humans 
in the center, before 
God,” she explained. 

Toward the end of 
Catherine’s life she had 
a vision to bring to¬ 
gether those in need of 
prayer with those will¬ 
ing to pray. Today, her 
organization “Break¬ 
through” has some 
4000 volunteers who 
respond to thousands 
of prayer requests each 
year. Our own Parish 
Prayer Quads know 
the power of prayer 
and carry out this min¬ 
istry among us.

Canada 
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Domestic Violence: A Primary health issue 


The Calgary Health Region 
is the only region in the prov¬ 
ince to screen all patients seek¬ 
ing care from emergency depart¬ 
ments or urgent care centres for 
domestic violence. By asking all 
patients if domestic violence af¬ 
fects their lives, rather than just 
those who display signs of abuse, 
the Region hopes to contribute 
to breaking the cycle of violence 
in this region. 

“Universal screening un¬ 
locks the secrecy around domes¬ 
tic violence and assesses patient 
safety, while giving the patient 
an opportunity to access addi¬ 
tional resources and support," 
says Linda McCracken, an 
Emergency Department Nurse 
Clinician. “The uniqueness of 
the initiative is the question it¬ 
self. That is the intervention.” 

The Calgary Health Region 
is now one of 64 agencies in the 
city that screen for domestic vio¬ 
lence. The Region is highlight¬ 
ing the initiative, implemented 
in 2003 as part of Family Vio¬ 
lence Prevention Month. 

“Alberta has one of the high¬ 


est rates of domestic violence 
incidents, and one of the high¬ 
est rates of spousal homicide in 
the country,” says Jay Reimer, 
Provincial Coordinator of Al¬ 
berta Council of Women’s Shel¬ 
ters (ACWS). “The rise in vio¬ 
lence is costly, especially to our 
health care system. Domestic 
violence is not just a social is¬ 
sue, but a primary health issue 
that directly impacts individu¬ 
als who are victimized, the 
health care system and health 
care providers.” 

Domestic violence facts 

• Alberta has one of the high¬ 
est rates of domestic violence 
incidents, and one of the high¬ 
est rates of spousal homicide in 
the country. 

• Domestic violence costs our 
country’s health-care system 
more than $1.5 billion annually. 

• Three in 10 Canadian 
women experience violence in 
their relationships. 

• Last year, 44 percent of 


women who had experienced vio¬ 
lence reported being physically 
injured and 13 per cent required 
medical attention. 

• Common injuries requiring 
medical attention resulting 
from domestic violence include; 
fractures, contusions, lacera¬ 
tions, internal injuries, miscar¬ 
riages, head injuries, sexually 
transmitted infections and 
death. 

• Long-term consequences 
resulting from domestic violence 
include physical disability, 
pyschological or pyschiatric com¬ 
plications, and substance abuse 
(alcohol/drugs). 

• One in five women don’t 
seek any help. Those who do, 
have been assaulted an average 
of 35 times before contacting 
police. 

• According to 122 police 
services, 61 per cent of sexual 
assault victims were children 
(under the age of 18) in 2003. 


• Research shows that chil¬ 
dren who witness domestic vio¬ 
lence are more likely to experi¬ 
ence physical abuse, and just 
witnessing abuse has an impact 
in their mental and physical 
health. 

• 40 per cent of senior female 


victims and 20 per cent of sen¬ 
ior male victims have been as¬ 
saulted by a family member 
commonly by an adult son. 

• Senior victims of fam¬ 
ily violence are the least 
likely group to report to po¬ 
lice.

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QUESTION: What does behavioral research tell us about 
the best way to raise children? Have scientific studies spelled 
out what works and what doesn't, especially regarding how 
to discipline properly? 

DR. DOBSON: My answer may sound like heresy com¬ 
ing from a man who spent 10 years of his life as a professor 
of pediatrics, responsible for medical and behavioral research, 
but I don't believe the scientific community is capable of de¬ 
termining the best parenting techniques. There have been 
some worthwhile studies, to be sure, but the subject of disci¬ 
pline almost defies definitive investigation. 

Why? Because the only way to study this topic scientifi¬ 
cally would be to place newborns randomly in "permissive" 
vs. "disciplined" families, and then keep them under close ob¬ 
servation for 10 or 15 years. Since it is impossible to do that, 
researchers have tried to tease out information where they 
could find it. But family relationships are so multidimen¬ 
sional and complicated that they almost defy rigorous scru¬ 
tiny. 

Indeed, most of the studies reported in the literature are 
scientifically useless. For example, Dr. David Larson, psy¬ 
chiatrist and formerly a researcher at the National Insti¬ 
tutes of Health, reviewed 132 articles in professional jour¬ 
nals that purported to investigate the long-term consequences 
of corporal punishment. He found most of them flawed in 
design. Ninety percent of the studies failed to distinguish 
between good homes where spanking was administered by 
loving parents, and those bordering on (or actually inflict¬ 
ing) child abuse. This distinction is critical for obvious rea¬ 
sons. 

Dr. Larson concluded that the findings were invalidated 
by this failure to consider the overall health of family rela¬ 
tionships. To repeat, the consequences of various approaches 
to parental discipline appear to be beyond the reach of social 
research. It is simply not possible to study this complex sub¬ 
ject scientifically without warping families to set up the re¬ 
search design. Even if such studies were conducted, the re¬ 
searchers would be studying contrived families — not typical 
parent-child relationships. 

QUESTION: It seems to me that children are far too fa¬ 
miliar — too informal — with adults today. When I was a kid, 
we always addressed grown-ups by "Mr." or "Mrs.", or if they 
were in the family, we called them "uncle" or "aunt," or 
"Grandpa" or "Grandma." We would never have referred to an 
adult as Sam or Alice. But today's parents don't teach that 
courtesy to their children. Some of them introduce 4-year- 
olds to adults by their first names. Am I the only one who is 
concerned about this? What can I do to counteract this trend 
with my own son and daughter? 

DR. DOBSON: I 've been bothered by that same observa¬ 
tion. It’s a byproduct of a cultural shift within society itself. 
We are less respectful of one another today in many ways. 
Fifty years ago, for example, men didn't curse around women 
and cultured women didn't curse at all. How that has changed! 
Both men and women used to address each other with for¬ 
mal titles (Mr., Mrs., Miss, etc.) unless they had become very 
close friends. Now, a waitress whom you've never met ap¬ 
proaches your table and says, "Hi, I'm Stephanie and I'm go¬ 
ing to be serving you today." 

I don't suppose today's informality is harmful, although I 
agree that children should be taught to speak to their elders 
with a certain deference. I still like to hear them respond 
with 'Yes ma'am" and "No, sir," instead of "yeah," "yep," and 
"nope.” When their manners are respectful, their entire 
demeanor is on a higher plane. 

As for how you can instill these and other courtesies in 
your child, you simply make up your mind to do it. You might 
explain that there are many things your family does differ¬ 
ently than others: For example, "We don't use bad language, 
we don't attend certain kinds of movies, and we don't (fill in 
the blank.) Why? Because we've set a higher standard for 
ourselves. This is what makes us unique as a family. Some¬ 
day you will understand that, too."

Did you know: 

In the early 1800’s, ice hockey 
as we know it was first played in 
either Windsor, Nova Scotia, King¬ 
ston, Ontario or Montreal, Que¬ 
bec, depending on who you believe 
and how you read the evidence. 

Since that time, rules have 
been introduced, changed and de¬ 
leted. The first known rules were 
published in the Montreal Gazette 
in 1877. The goal net was intro¬ 
duced in 1900. Ever wonder how 
they scored for 23 years? 

In 1911, teams in Western 
Canada formed the Pacific Coast 
Hockey Association. The league 
introduced several innovations: 
Blue lines were added to divide the 
ice into three zones, goaltenders 
were permitted to fall to the ice to 
make saves, and forward passing 
was allowed in the neutral zone. 
The 60 minute game was divided 
into three 20 minute periods. In 
1912, the number of players al¬ 
lowed on the ice was reduced from 
seven to six per team. Fifteen 
years later, the first offside rule 
was introduced and icing followed 
in 1937.
